One 
of these minor outbursts of letters to the Editor has recently 
subsided and as a participant I would like to review the 
situation, But first let me look at the diesel cars that 
have so far been available. They may be divided inio two 
classes, the “ one-off” conversions and the production type 
principally represented by the 1.7-litre Mercedes-Benz. 
The conversions have all been of the large car variety 
utilizing transport engines normally used for trucks or 
single-decker buses.

THE POSSIBILITIES OF THE USE OF

the accompanying table. Weights are not given, as 
it is exceedingly difficult to arrive at exact figures 
owing to varying essential accessories. It may 
suffice to say that, in general, the average specific 
weight of engines of the type listed is about 12-14lb 
per brake horse power, which is almost double that 
of the typical petrol engine. Power output again 
is not necessarily directly comparable with the output of 
petrol engines. Diesels are governed to a relatively low 
maximum speed, usually 1,800 to 2,000 r.p.m. in the large: 
units, and rarely exceeding 2,400 r.p.m. These rates are 
determined by the high standard of reliability that must be 
maintained in transport operation, in which prolonged full- 
load conditions are prevalent. 

In an average production car the engine generally 
operates under part-load conditions, its “all out” periods 
being, in the main, quite short. The ungoverned petrol 
engine of quite ordinary type may run up to 5,000 r.p.m. 
without distress and indeed hold that speed for lengthy 
periods on light load. To a great extent the petrol engine 
sheds its load automatically when conditions become too 
severe, in so far that it slows down and so reduces its 
power output. The diesel does not similarly unload itself. 
Indeed, its fuel input tends to increase with falling speed 
against fixed load, in an endeavour to maintain torque 


Dropping the Governor 


It has been suggested that for car applications the diesel 
engine could be operated without a governor, because the 
conditions of car driving preclude sustained full-load opera- 
tion. Some of the conversions already mentioned have 
indeed been so arranged. But it should be understood that 
they have generally been operated under expert control 

Discussion based on the cars converted to diesel opera- 
tion by the adoption of transport engines, however, does 
not appear to be very profitable. A large and heavy car 
equipped with a disproportionately heavy power unit, run- 
ning at low speed and developing much less power per litre 
capacity (or per unit weight) than the displaced petrol 
engine, seems a high price to pay for a 40 per cent reduc- 
tion in fuel consumption. 

To turn to the production car, the only example with a 
lengthy background is the 170D Mercedes-Benz which 
now enjoys considerable popularity and following in many 
countries. It is being joined by the 1.8-litre Borgward and 
the 1.9-litre Fiat. Considerably increased production plans 
are taking shape for these cars, particularly the Fiat. There

As was pointed out in a recent leading article in The 
Autocar, fuel cost comparison between diesel and petrol is 
somewhat adventitious. It can reasonably be assumed that 
in the event of diesel road vehicles becoming more numerous 
than they are at present, fuel taxation on diesel oi] would 
be increased, quite apart from any rise in fuel price to 
pensate the suppliers for the loss of petrol sales as 
for the reduction of total fuel gallonage sold as a result of 
the lower consumption of the diesel.

that a large capacity battery is essential and that its charge 
must be kept up from the mains in periods when the car is 
out of service. Hand starting a diesel engine of the air-cell 
type is not usually possible, even as a last resort. The Free- 
man Sanders engine, although an air-cell type, makes suc- 
cessful use of a paraffin-ether spray in the inlet manifold to 
produce first fire on starting, so dispensing with heater plugs. 

With all these factors in mind the field for the diesel car 
is narrowed appreciably. A mass demand appears to be so 
remote that only a fringe market is left. The complete car 
less engine, therefore, must be of an existing production 
type, of reasonably robust construction. The diesel engine 
will be an alternative power unit either of greater size for 
equivalent performance or of equal size for lower perform- 
ance, In either case it will be somewhat less smooth and silent 
when idling or running slowly at light load. Its extra capital 
cost will be from 7 to 10 per cent. 

The fringe market envisaged is likely to be found among 
those who cover big annual mileages and who can, therefore, 
fairly quickly recover the increased capital cost by savings 
on expenditure for fuel. The taxi and hire-car owners or 
the large firms which buy fleets of cars for their representa- 
tives are all likely to be attracted. In one way or another 
the drivers are “paid drivers” whose personal reactions 
may not influence the corporate body of Gwnership. 

Cars in the classes mentioned will be in the high mileage 
group. An annual figure of 30,000 miles based on a petrol 
consumption of 26 m.p.g, would represent a fuel cost of 
about £250, whereas a diesel car operating at 38 m.p.g. 
would have a fuel bill of possibly £100 less, which means 
that in eight months or so the extra capital cost would be 
wiped out. But, it may well be asked, how many cars do 
anything like 30,000 miles a year? For the majority of 
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cars, 10,000 miles or so may be a much more likely annual 
figure, in which case about £85 would be paid out for petrol 
as against £50 for diesel oil, so that the owner would have 
to run into his third year before showing a profit. 

To sum up: On technical grounds there is no reason 
why diesel cars should not be made, always bearing in mind 
that they have characteristics that do not line up with the 
type of performance sought for and so successfully achieved 
in the modern petrol engined car. From the point of view 
of the practical motorist, the filling station attendant and the 
garage mechanic, the diesel is “different,” demanding a 
change of technique and a special approach that not only 
has nuisance value but also may even lead to misunder- 
standings and trouble. 

Economically the low fuel cost may not operate in the 
owner’s favour for a coup!e of years, owing to the increased 
capital cost, thus making continued ownership into the 
fourth year of average usage almost essential if worthwhile 
benefit is to be gained from the low m.p.g. factor. In the 
pre-war era it was not unusual to “trade-in” a car after two 
years, a procedure not encouraged by the longevity of the 
diesel engine. On this ground alone the diese! is not likely 
to endear itself to the trade if ever the “normality” of 
1937-39 should return. Incidentally, as a diesel engine is 
necessarily built on “last for ever” lines, the rest of the car 
must be built to suit, unless a new method of fitting “ex- 
change cars” to existing engines displaces the present fitting 
of “exchange engines” to part-worn cars 

Minimum loss of fuel by evaporation, freedom from fire 
risk, greatly extended range per tankful of fuel (or reduced

Reversing Lights Legal 


YEADERS are reminded that the Road 
Vehicles Lighting (Reversing Lights) 
Regulations, 1953, are now in force. In 
effect they make the use of a reversing 
light legal provided it is used only for the 
purpose of reversing. Regulations also lay 
down that no vehicle shall carry more than 
two reversing lights, and that every revers 
ing light shall be illuminated by electricity, 
and be so constructed that it cannot be 
switched on otherwise than automatically 
by the selection of reverse gear, or by the 
operation of a switch by the driver 
In this event, on a vehicle registered 
after June 30, 1954, the switch must serve 
no other purpose. The power of the bulb 
or the total power of all such bulbs with 
which the lamp is fitted shall not exceed 
’4 watts, and the lamp must be so con 
structed, fitted and maintained that the 
light emitted is at all times incapable of 
dazzling any person who is standing on 
the same horizontal plane as the vehicle 
at a greater distance than 25ft from the 
light and whose eye level is not less than 
3ft 6in above that plane. On vehicles 
registered after June 30, 1954, if a revers 
ing light is arranged to be switched on by 
a special switch under the control of the 
driver then the vehicle must have a device 
which will indicate to the driver when the 
reversing light is on

ADVENTURE WITH A PURPOSE 


N the first week of December three 
men in a Sunbeam Alpine sports car 
are to start on a journey of more than 
26,000 miles from Alaska to the tp 
of South America To the back of the 
ar will be attached a specially built, 
heavily laden Eccles caravan 
In recent years a number of overland 
car marathons have taken place aimed 
primarily at proving the capabilities of the 
cars concerned to stand up to real hard 
going This venture, called the Inter- 
American Expedition, 1953, has a wider 
purpose, for included in the studies which 
will be made by the crew are medical re- 
search and the commercial, political, geo- 
graphical and cultural background of the 
countries visited. The crew comprises Mr. 
Brian Acworth, Mr. Marco McClintock, 
who is the technician of the team, and Dr 
Richard H. Carruthers. The car will have 
the task of pulling a total weight of 3 tons, 
the all-British equipment ranging from 
plastic table ware, short wave radio, a 
rubber raft, bridging equipment and a 
plastic dinghy, to a refrigerator which will 
be used for storing photographic and other 
apparatus and food through the tropical 
regions 
rhere is a special fascination about this 
journey for it has not previously been 
achieved entirely by land, nor in so short 
a time as ten months, which is what the 
Inter-American Expedition hopes to 
achieve. Overland travel has always been 
difficult in many of the American repub- 
lics and although the idea of a Pan- 
American highway linking all the 
Americas was suggested at a conference in 
1923, it is far from being a reality even 


now. An attempt at the journey was made 
in 1941, but parts of southern Mexico and 
central America were still without trails 
and several times the car was sent by sea 

The temperatures on the journey will 
range from minus 40 to 120 deg F, and 
fifty times the car and caravan will be 
taken across the range of mountains which 
runs north to south down the Americas 
like a spinal cord The Pan-American 
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highway, over which most of the run will 
be made, consists of parts of the road sys 
tems of nineteen republics Four sec 
tions are considered impassable and others 
are without bridges to take wheeled 
traffic.

WHEN IS A “DRUNK IN CHARGE”? 


AWYER-ON-WHEELS writes: The 

~ question forming the title to this 
irticle, by no means always easy to answer, 
has now arisen again. The subject has 
been discussed on several previous occa 
sions in The Autocar 

Ihe answer, in general terms, seems to 
be that if I am out and about with my car 
und choose to get drunk, I am “drunk in 
charge ” of it (and therefore guilty of con- 
travening Sec. 15 of the Road Traffic Act, 
1930) certainly while anywhere near it, 
unless and until, by some positive and 
open act, I have put it out of my power 
to drive it 

Thus in Duck v. Peacock (1949) 65

did not realize that he had drunk too 
much until he had driven his car from a

YEAR ago it was announced that the Bentley was to 


be fitted with an automatic transmission as optional 
equipment to meet the needs of export markets. A 
modified form of the well-known Hydra-Matic transmission 
was chosen as being the most suitable type available to meet 
the requirements of the car. The general layout and work- 
ing principles of this system were described in the October 
24, 1952, issue of The Autocar. It is a matter of no little 
significance that the designers of this car, which is traditional 
in very many ways—at least as regards appearance—should 
decide that the time has come to offer elimination of the 
clutch pedal and normal gear change, fine as these controls 
are on the Bentley. The export market influence must not be 
overlooked. This automatic transmission has now been 
made available for cars sold on the home market, but the 
normal clutch and four-speed gear box, with right-hand 
lever, remain available for those who prefer this system. 
There are no doubt those who may think that a car fitted 
with “one of those new-fangled transmissions ” cannot com- 
pete with a similar car fitted with a conventional gear box 
if the latter is skilfully handled; it may also be argued that 
the fuel consumption will of necessity be greater. To sub- 
stantiate or disprove these arguments it is interesting to 
compare the performance figures obtained on a car that has 
been recently tested with the figures of a previous test 
carried out by The Autocar on a similar model having con- 
ventional transmission. 
First, fuel consumption: in the previous test a fuel con- 


present test a consumption range of 12 to 16 m.p.g. was 
obtained, showing that the automatic drive car does, under 
comparable conditions, tend to use slightly more fuel. Next, 
the question of maximum speed. Here there is very little 
difference in mean speed, although the automatic drive car 
did show a mean maximum speed of three-quarters of a 
mile per hour more. As regards the general performance, 
some comparative figures for the two cars are shown below 
and, very briefly, as regards both acceleration in any one 
gear or from rest through the gears, the automatic drive 
car has a better performance, although from rest to 90 m.p.h 
it did in fact take 0.8 sec longer.

speed and reverse epicyclic gear box, and, unlike the trans- 
missions of American cars where the gear selector is labelled 
“Drive” or “ Low Range,” the Bentley selector quadrant is 
marked with the figures 4, 3, 2, and R for reverse. There 
is also a neutral position, N, and in this alone can the engine 
be started. To move off from rest the lever is normally 
placed in position 4, and as the throttle is opened the fluid 
coupling operates and the car starts in first gear. If the 
throttle is fully open it changes automatically to second gear 
at 20 m.p.h., third gear at 38 m.p.h., and top at 58 m.p.h. 
Gear changes can, of course, occur at speeds below those 
quoted, depending on load and throttle position. If posi- 
tion 3 of the lever is selected the transmission will operate 
similarly, except that the change from third to top gear will 
not occur at a speed below 62 m.p.h., irrespective of throttle 
position. If position 2 is used (equivalent to Low Range) 
the car will start in first gear and change to second gear at 
a speed of 20 m.p.h. (on full throttle), but it will not change 
up into third gear. 

This system, then, enables the equivalent of second gear 
braking to be obtained; it also enables third gear to be 
selected (at speeds below 62 m.p.h.) so that the transmission 
will not automatically change up to top gear if the driver 
releases his foot momentarily. It may be argued that this 
transmission does not permit the use of third gear at speeds 
above 62 m.p.h., compared with a normal and maximum of 
70 to 85 m.p.h. with the conventional transmission. This 
is, of course, true, but if the two sets of figures are com- 
pared, considering the acceleration from 0 to 90 m.p.h., there 
seems to be little, on a purely performance basis, to justify 
the need for a higher speed in the indirect ratio. 

So much for the technicalities and performance aspect 
of the mechanism. Under normal conditions the take-off 
from rest is smooth; at full throttle the changes from gear 
to gear are noticeable but, bearing in mind that the resultant

performance is equivalent to that obtained by snatch change 
methods with a conventional transmission, this fact is 
perhaps excusable. Under part-throttle conditions very 
little snatch is noticed, particularly if the driver releases his 
foot very slightly at the instant at which the change occurs. 
In hilly country the second and third selector positions 
provide a very satisfactory measure of engine braking. 

The Bentley is a particularly comfortable car both to 
drive and to ride in, and over all normal types of road 
surface the suspension produces a level ride without trans- 
mitting shock or causing the body to pitch. The well- 
known Bentley feature of a ride control (a lever on the 
steering wheel, which adjusts the rear spring dampers) does 
not produce any very noticeable change in the riding 
qualities, but it does stiffen up the suspension and give an 
added tautness that seems to improve the fast cornering 
qualities. 


Steering and Brakes 


The steering, with 3} turns from lock to lock, is a very 
satisfactory compromise which results in a sufficiently light 
control for low speed manceuvring and parking, yet it is also 
direct enough for fast driving. Road shocks are not trans- 
mitted back through the wheel, but it is not completely 
dead feeling. There is good self-centring action. 

The brakes, with their system of operation comprising 
an hydraulic layout assisted by a mechanical servo, recorded 
a particularly good maximum efficiency figure (expressed in 
terms of a percentage of g) for a moderate pedal pressure of 
80 lb. No fade was noticed under fast driving conditions, 
and over the test mileage the brakes did not show any sign 
of loss of balance or increase in pedal travel. There was, 
however, one feature about the system which was undesir- 
able; at low speeds—when driving in close traffic, for 


The large luggage locker is completely trimmed, and the 
balanced lid lifts high to allow full access. A separate com- 
partment contains the spare wheel and tools, and therefore 
luggage does not have to be disturbed in order to change a 
wheel. The twin exhaust pipes will be noticed 
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example—there seemed to be a slight delay in the servo 
action which was apt to be disconcerting on occasion. 

The interior is well insulated and the passenger compart- 
ment is very quiet as regards both road-excited body noise 
and wind noise. There is what may be called a desirable 
amount of engine noise, not very much, but just enough to 
let the driver know if the engine is revving too fast in low 
range, for example. In keeping with the general character 
of the car, the driving seat is very well proportioned. It 
gives plenty of support, is very comfortable, and correctly 
positioned in relation to both the steering wheel and the 
pedals. From the driving seat there is good all-round visi- 
bility, both front wings can be seen, and the mirror view 
is also satisfactory. 

There is ample passenger space in both front and rear 
compartments, and the rear seat is particularly comfortable. 

The luggage locker is very spacious and trimmed in

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keeping with the very high standard of finish of the rest of 
the car, and its interior is shaped so that it will not damage 
luggage. The head lamps are very powerful and well up to 
the requirements of the car for fast night driving. They are 
also well above average when dipped; the dipswitch is 
conveniently positioned. The one-shot chassis lubrication 
system prevents the need for frequent attention with a gun 
It is operated while running by means of a pedal placed 
conveniently under the facia. 

The Bentley is an expensive car, but the more it is driven 
the more it is appreciated that the high cost is brought about 
by the desire of the manufacturers to supply a car that is 
second to none in its class, one that is robust as well as one 
with very much more than an air of quality, and, perhaps 
most important of all, one that still retains its qualities of 
performance and silence even when very many miles are 
shown on the speedometer.

A Lanchester Leda Makes a Long Journey from Dunnet Head to Athens 





Most northerly point of the British mainland, Dunnet Head 
With Athens restored as a starting point in the oo ee. 

Monte Carlo rally, this article on a tour along the 
route which competitors will probably follow is of 


topical interest 











British mainland, nor Cape Sunion (or Sunium), 

most southerly point of Greece, were the precise 
start and finish points decreed by circumstances for this 
3,200-mile trip. Both, however, were so near to these points 
that the few miles’ run at either end was done to round off 
the story and the photographic record. At the Head we 
were drenched with rain; at Sunion, with sunlight. But 
before that. .: . 

First impression of my new Lanchester Leda was that 
with only double mileage figures on the odometer it had 
none of the awkward stiffness one expects of a new car; 
all the controls worked smoothly and sweetly, a sure sign 
of precision in manufacture and care in assembly. 

For the journey proper, baggage occupied all the avail- 
able space except the front seats, the roomy locker being 
used for the lighter things, including cans for petrol. From 
Dunnet Head to Edinburgh and on to London and Dover 
then from Boulogne to Paris, the miles slipped smoothly 
by, 40 being taken as reasonable for an hour of good 
conditions. Paris traffic, the trotsiéme étage of the Tower 
and lunch delayed us for a few hours, but we did not 
linger elsewhere. 

Langres was a new name and made an interesting night’s 
stopping place, there being enough evening light to see 
its ancient ramparts still enclosing the compact hill-top site. 
Belfort, richer in later history but lacking external evidence 
of it, did not hold us. 


N EITHER Dunnet Head, most northerly point of the 
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Switzerland was new and made its inevitable impact; we 
passed through Basle, Lucerne, Brunnen, Altdorf, 
Goeschenen (a delightful evening and glorious morning 
there), over the 6,929ft St. Gotthard Pass, past Lugano, and 
down to Como. The car seemed to enjoy it all as well as 
we did. 

North Italy will be, for us, mainly a memory of old walled 
towns spilling out beyond the narrow gateways once their 
entrance, linked by long, near-straight stretches of excellent 
highway from which all view of the countryside is excluded 
by shrubbery lining the sides. They looked fascinating, 
some of these ancient towns. Bergamo, for instance, but 
it meant also the start of our first autostrada, and what 
schoolboy—or new car owner-—could resist hurrying on to 
it, “to see what it'll do.” It “did” 72 or 73 and I do not 
think the speedometer lied much, if at all. 

Beautiful Verona had no room for us, so we hurried 
over the 30 miles to Vicenza, and did not regret the change 
of plan. What a discovery it was, to an ignoramus in 
the history of architecture, that City of Palladio! Its name 
will be underlined in my mental diary, and annotated, “ to 
be revisited.” 

By-passing Venice, we skirted the north Adriatic coast to 
Trieste. Its setting is beautiful and it must have been a 
fine sight when shipping filled its quays. But its spacious 
main square, flanked by imposing public buildings, faces 
an almost empty harbour. The still heat, the apathy 
of economic paralysis, and a lunch that was moderate in 
quality but not in price drove us out, up a magnificent

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ascending road, towards Yugoslavia, very keenly expectant 

Beyond the frontier, where for the first time we had a 
real customs examination, the road retained its smoothness 
for a few miles and then for many more was loose-surfaced 
and dusty, often slightly corrugated and sometimes rough. 
In all Yugoslavia, on the route we took, of the approxi- 
mately 800 miles some 500 were of this kind, varying from 
quite good to very bad. The Leda proved almost dust- 
proof, but one cannot keep windows closed, and though 
traffic is thin on the road one must often eat someone else's 
dust, and the ubiquitous carts and wagons, horse-, bullock-, 
mule- or donkey-drawn, stir up their individual clouds, An 
other feature of the Yugoslav roads is their occasional 
stretches of cobbles or stone setts. These vary in length 
from about 50 yards to a few miles; they are often used 
to carry the roadway up to and over bridges and while not 
as rough as Belgian pavé, and usually in excellent condition, 
they are noisy and vibration-causing. I imagine they are 
much more effective than the rough roads in finding and 
loosening the not-quite-tight-enough nut. But it is the 
rough road which, in the long run, really punishes a car 
and tries its worth, for one cannot nurse it over hundreds 
of miles, but must push on, ruthlessly. 

Like that, we went through Ljubljana to Zagreb, hurry- 
ing into the latter after dark over a last 15-mile stretch of 
perfect motor road. It was there that for the first time we 
found young men and boys taking an interest in our car, 
they looked at the name and discussed it, clearly saying to 
each other, “ Now that’s a new one “a

It was a pity to have to hurry through these interesting 
places, but we had an appointment to keep in Salonika and 
had been warned to allow plenty of time for the 320 miles 
from Belgrade to Skoplje. But, before that, there was the 
Zagreb-Belgrade autoput. For 246} miles its few bends are 
only such as to break the monotony for the eye, not to 
cause any easing of one’s foot on the throttle The 
latter is made necessary only on rare occasions by meander- 
ing carts ahead, often on the wrong side of the road. For

object being to put 100 kilometres into the hour. It was 
easily achieved, but I learned how very difficult it is to 
maintain a constant speed. One’s attention inevitably 
wanders, distracted by a church spire (no mosques yet; 
where does the Mohammedan part begin?), or a field of sun- 
flowers in bloom (What do they do with them?). Speed 
creeps up when the road is clear far ahead; down, when 
carts or stone setts appear. The passenger reads a book, nor 
did I blame him, the road really was dull. Petrol was no 
problem, for there are two service stations on the autoput, 
where one can have a good meal as well. 


Yugoslav Capital 


Then the blue-green Danube and Belgrade; only 44 hours 
of motoring that day, not counting wanderings in the 
capital, but it was broken by a stop to repack the entire 
load, a leisurely lunch and a long rest under trees in the 
heat of the day. We were somewhat jaded, mainly by the 
heat, and could rouse little enthusiasm in spite of the city’s 
fine setting and the interest of the sights and activities in 
the busy streets. There, as everywhere in Yugoslavia, we 
met with friendly helpfulness. 

But Athens was still 800 miles away, petrol (70 octane) 
had to be got by queueing at one of the two pumps in the 
city, the 15-gallon tank and reserve cans being filled 
for the long road ahead (petrol pumps do exist at such 
intervals that it should not be necessary to carry a reserve, 
but we had been told by another motorist on that route, 
not long before, of a dry pump which had caused him no 
little embarrassment). 


A typical north Italian main road, to the east of Vicenza. 
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The road surface from Belgrade to Kragujevac was quite 
good, but beyond, by Rankevicevo, Raska, Kos Metrovica, 
and Pristina to Skoplje, it was more or less rough going all 
the way. Some village streets, particularly those where 
diversions had to be made, usually because of new bridge 
construction, deserved the term awful. Accompanying the 
deterioration of the road, there also appeared to be a fall 
in living standards; here for the first time one saw the really 
poor peasants of the Balkans, poor as they have been for 
centuries. Minarets were noticed more often than church 
spires. 

A local thumbed a lift; the Leda’s front seat can hold 
three with reasonable comfort, so we obliged. Conversa- 
tion was mostly by signs and he indicated a roadside cross 
—evidently a memorial of some sort—as his stopping place. 
Impressed by the strength, dignity and humour of his 
looks and manner, I asked permission to photograph him. 
Our good turn was rewarded, for the cross, which would 
otherwise have been passed without a second glance, proved 
to be made entirely from car parts. We could neither ask 
about it nor read the inscription, so why and what it is we 
have never learned.

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But we had delayed our start from Belgrade, and the 
distance to be covered was some 320 miles, of which only 
the first 74 were good for fast going. Night overtook us 50 
miles from Skoplje, and the journey took on that dream- 
like quality of night travel through unknown country. 

The road was often narrow and wound through hilly 
country with rarely a welcome glimmer of roadside light. 
There was virtually no traffic. At one place we came on a 
deserted lorry parked on a narrowish part of the road cut 
in a hillside. We got past without damage, but only just, 
and within a mile met another lorry. We wished we could 
see what its driver would do, for horn blowing had produced 
no result when we passed the previous obstruction. At last 
the lights of Skoplje showed ahead, and weary with twisting 
and bumping on that rough, stony road and crawling past 
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the dim cottage lights of quiet villages, we cheered up 
enough to make feeble jokes. Skoplje at last; and not a room 
in an hotel to be got! “ But there is an hotel, very good, only 
ten kilometres away. Sarai, it is called.” We groped 
through dimly lit streets and asked again. “ Yes, Sarai, 15 
kilometres. The way? You must turn left—right—railway 
crossing—army barracks, and so on.” Crawling along, verg- 
ing on despair, we were passed by a large American car, with 
luggage on a roof rack. “ Maybe he’s going there, too; let’s 
chance it.” So we followed, smothered in a white cloud of 
dust, our head lights nearly useless, sometimes getting a 
glimpse of his tail lights. This wasn’t dream-like. It was 
a nightmare. He stopped suddenly; most embarrassing, for 
we must stop, too. He moved on for another mile or two 
and stopped again. But the road was too narrow to draw 
up alongside and explain. Again he moved off—a third 
stop, and we drew up beside him—the road was narrow 
but there was no other traffic. Before I had lowered my 
dust-covered window enough to speak, a polite voice came 
from the Ford; “I’m sorry,” it said, “but we don’t know 
the way either.” What a lovely situation—to look back on! 
However, their driver spoke the language of the country, and 
in the end all was well. The Sarai (Turkish for palace) 
proved to be an ex-luxury hotel, in the hills, eight miles 
from Skoplje. Now comparatively austere, it is a place of 
rest and recreation for the 
police and their dependants, 
spare rooms being let to visi- 
tors if suitably accredited. We 
were accepted, and enjoyed its 
good food and, in the morn- 
ing, the lovely view from its 
windows. 

From Skoplie, where we 
again filled up with petrol, the 
road was somewhat better and 
as Salonika was only 164 miles 
ahead we went on our way 
cheerfully, admiring the 
beauty of the Vardar valicy. 
But lunch time came and 
neither the few tiny villages 
we had seen nor the evidence 
of the map held out much 
hope of our finding an eating 
place. It was, in fact, in the 
middle of nowhere that we 
saw, first, a large roadside 
notice in French: “Visit the 
Hotel—Every modern com- 
fort”; later, “the Hotel— 
1 km”; and at precisely 1 km 
the hotel itself, an impressive

sight by that empty road. We stopped, and entered wonder- 
ing. The long dining-room was filled with rows of white- 


clothed tables, but there was no sign of life. We explored 
and in the back regions found the staff—a man and his wife- 
having their midday meal. There was enough for us, too, 
and a very good meal indeed, though the sickly sweet, imma- 
ture wine was unworthy of the rest. So we relaxed in spacious 
isolation and syeculated on the economics of state-planned 
hotel building. Maybe some time that quiet, dusty road will 
be part of a busy transcontinental arterial highway, but 
when? 

The opening of the valley into the wide plain north of 
Salonika introduced us to Irish bridges in seemingly end- 
less succession, varied by occasional very rough diversions 
where a new bridge was being built. What pleasure it was 
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after all that (and the long wait at the Yugoslav frontier 
barrier, when, for an hour, we sat in the blazing sun while 
apparently nothing happened) to strike, unexpectedly, the 
fine road which goes westward from Salonika to Edessa and 
beyond. 

Thereafter it was smooth motoring all the way, blessed 
freedom from dust, and petrol pumps without qucues, as 
plentiful as one could wish. We were now three in front 
and an even bigger load behind, and for once in the heat 
of the day on a long steep climb over a 3,000ft mountain 
pass, south of Salonika, the thermometer registered a water 
temperature of 100 deg C and we stopped to cool off 
Olympus half-hid himself in cloud. In the cheerful bustle 
of a village market we stopped to buy a thirst-quenching 
water-melon, bigger than a football, which cost 84$d

The rest, for us, was the home straight, though far from 
straight in fact. The finely engineered and surfaced road 
over the mountain barrier south of Lamia, which sweeps 
westward in a series of impressive peaks and ridges to cul 
minate in Parnassus, affords a view from its upper bends 
as fine as any we saw elsewhere. We stopped, briefly, at 
Philip of Macedon’s marble lion at Chaeronea—not as at 
Belfort and Lucerne a symbol of heroic resistance, but of 
triumph at his victory in 338 B.c. which opened southern 
Greece and hence Athens to his army. We lunched at 
Levadia, under vines and on an island round which flowed 
the mixed waters of Lethe and Mnemosyne. (Forgetfulness 
and Memory. The individual sources no longer exist.) 
Through Thebes, over Cithaeron, past the ancient, never- 
taken fortress of Eleutherae, through Eleusis, home of the 
mysteries of ancient days, to Athens, with the evening sun 
full on the Acropolis. That was, for all practical purposes, 
the end of our Odyssey. 

The Lanchester needed only routine servicing before 
being parked by Sunium’s rocky steep while we bathed in 
a sea so blue that it seemed dyed. It proved most untiring 
to drive, whatever the conditions, and the Girling Bijur 
automatic chassis lubrication system is a blessing on a long 
journey like that. Petrol consumption, 25.1] m.p.g. over the 
first 1,500 miles in Britain, worked out at 22.7 for the trans- 
continental trip, for loading was heavier, driving faster, and 
road conditions were not always ideal for economic running 
As for appearance, the Leda is held to be not unworthy of 
her namesake of classical mythology, whose beauty was 
beloved by Zeus himself.

a number of models which have been outstanding examples 

in their own particular field. Among these were the pre- 
war 3}-litre and 4}-litre Bentleys, which combined a truly im- 
pressive performance with a very high degree of refinement and 
quality of construction. A 34-litre car built in 1934 has been 
subjected to test and despite its age it proved to be still a very 
good car by any standards. It was su 0 by Acres Autos, 
Ltd., 136-138, Streatham Hill, London, $.W.2, and was finished 
externally in highly polished black. Scarcely any blemishes 
existed in the samen and the chromium plating was up to a 
similar standard. The interior had been very carefully pre- 
served; the green leather upholstery was in good condition and 
the matching carpets were worn only slightly. The polished 
wood facia and window cappings were virtually unscratched. 

It would be reasonable to expect that a car of this age would 
exhibit a fair amount of mechanical and body noise, but as soon 
as this particular car was taken on to the road it gave the 
driver the impression that it had deteriorated little either from 
use or the passage of time. Hot or cold, the engine started 
at a touch and when warm, even if it had been left switched 
off for two or three minutes, it subsequently started on the 
compression remaining in the appropriate combustion cham- 
bers, the driver simply switching on and moving the advance 
and retard control to provide the necessary spark. 

The car was aguhle of virtually the same performance as 
would have been expected from it when new and its - 9 gear- 
ing helped to enable cruising speeds in the order of a true 
70 to 80 m.p.h. to be maintained with no apparent sign of 
stress. The steering was distinctly heavy in comparison with 
that of most current cars, but it was positive, and the car could 
be steered accurately at any speed. There was no excess play 
at the wheel. Some weakness of the spring dampers was 
apparent, however, the front of the car tending to bounce more 
than it should. The gear box had synchromesh on third and 
top gears and the right-hand gear change mechanism worked per- 
fectly. The hand brake lever also was on the right; the gear and 
brake levers restricted entry or exit on the driver’s side. The 
mechanical servo-assisted brakes were very powerful, but there 
was a slight tendency for them to pull to the right. 

The tyres were in generally good condition. Instruments 
included a speedometer and rev counter, oil pressure, water 
temperature and fuel level gauges, an ammeter, and a clock. 
An opening windscreen and a sliding roof were fitted. Rela- 
tively old coachbuilt bodies are always suspected of being a 
little “loose in the joints,” but on this car there were very +. 
rattles and the body, like the chassis, felt taut.

OR many people the purchase of a post-war car of almost 
any kind represents a prohibitive expenditure, and it is 
in the £100 to £200 range in which they often hope to 

find a car which will give good service despite age and previous 
wear and tear. Such a car was the Singer Nine provided by 
B. and G. Motors, Early Mews, Arlington Road, Camden Town, 
London, N.W.1, for it was just celebrating its twentieth birth- 
day. Although registered in 1933 it was, however, a 1934 model. 

It had just been recellulosed bright red, with the result that 
the exterior, despite some deficiency in the chromium plating, 
looked very smart. The interior showed its age more, but it 
was worn rather than damaged and the facia was neat, having 
retained its complete set of instruments; the hood and side 
screens were not in as good condition. The main fault of the 


car was in the starting equipment, the indications being that 
the earth wiring was defective. The engine started satisfactorily 
when warm but when it was cold the starter was not always 
effective. 

As a whole the car was remarkably good, and it had that 
atmosphere which quickly generates a real affection from the 
driver. The slow running was set very fast and the exhaust 
note was loud, but there were no “expensive noises” from the 
engine, which, in the opinion of a driver mindful of its age, per- 
formed well. The car would pull away from rest on the level 
in second gear quite easily, and the remote control gear lever 
made the non-synchromesh gear box pleasant to use. At about 
45 m.p.h. the engine was happy and the car pleasant to drive, 
but above this speed, although the engine was willing 
enough, excessive play in the steering made control less accurate 
than was really desirable. The suspension was firm in the pre- 
war sports car tradition but, whatever the merits of modern, soft 
suspension, the Singer was unquestionably pleasant to handle. 

Braking power was good, quite adequate for the performance, 
but the pull-off mechanism was sluggish in its action after the 
pedal had been released. ¢ tyres varied in condition, but 
two were about ready for replacement or renovation. There 
were some body rattles of the type associated with the tourer 
type of construction; they came primarily from the hood frame. 
Instruments covered a wide range but some were not working. 

This Singer was fairly representative of sports cars available 
at a low price, and although a new owner could find a number 
of jobs worth doing it gave the impression of being capable of 
giving a useful amount of service to a considerate driver—and 
it certainly looked smart.

PUNISHMENT OF HIGH SPEEDS 
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HE increasing trend towards high-speed motoring by ‘ 
the ordinary driver brings with it a new set of prob- x 
lems for the tyre designer. Tyres suitable for racing 

cars with performances approaching 200 miles an hour are : \ 









made regularly, and for the world’s land speed record tyres 
capable of withstanding speeds exceeding 400 miles an hour 
have been successfully designed and used. However, tyres for 
the high-speed production car present additional problems, 
since, in addition to the conditions brought about by the 
speed itself, the production car is much heavier than the 
average racing or sprint car. This increases tyre deflection 
and adds considerably to internal stresses. Furthermore, 
to add to the tyre problems, a reasonable degree of comfort 
is expected with a production car and the average owner 
would also be reluctant to fit a new set of tyres for each 
spell of high-speed motoring. 


Compromise 


This state of affairs has led to the evolution of a new class 
of tyre which can be regarded as intermediate between the 
standard tyre and the full racing tyre; in the Dunlop range 
such a tyre is given the name of Road Speed. For this 
purpose, the designer has compromised between a reason- 
able service life and really high-speed requirements. The 
tread pattern is narrower and shallower than the standard 
pattern, to reduce heat generation, and the compounds used 
are those which are specially heat resistant. The casing of 
the tyre follows racing practice in its resistance to high cen- 
trifugal forces and high cornering stresses. This type of tyre 
is more suited than the standard tyre to car handling at 
high speeds (especially on corners), has a lower power con- 
sumpuon and a somewhat smaller pressure build-up during 
long runs at high speeds. 

It is necessary to realize that these advantages are not 
achieved without certain compromises. For instance, com- 
pared with standard tyres the ride is somewhat harder and 
at normal speeds the tread life is reduced by about 15 per 
cent (although at higher speeds the reduction is less). How- 
ever, the tyre is more suited for use at high speeds and gives 
better handling at these speeds. Compared with full racing 
tyres the new class of tyre is less suitable for prolonged use 
at very high speeds, but it is much quieter running, with 
a longer tread life, even wear and a good skid resistance on 
smooth roads. This represents a true compromise of 
desirable qualities. 

At the outset, it can be said that it would be wasteful to 
use tyres of the Road Speed type for town use, even if 
they were fitted to a very fast car. It would also be unwise 
to use a standard tyre for Continental touring at prolonged 
high speeds. However, by a judicious selection of type of 
tyre and inflation pressures it is possible to match the per- 
formance of present-day high-speed production cars with 
that of their tyres over a very wide range. 

In examples where the design of car is such that main- 
tained speeds as high as 85 to 90 m.p.h. are impracticable 
(irrespective of road conditions) the use of anything but

standard tyres need not be considered. Cars on which the 
use of something other than standard tyres at standard 
pressures is desirable can be considered in three groups. 

The first group includes cars capable of an absolute 
maximum speed of not more than 100 to 105 m.p.h., but 
which might be driven with short bursts at 85 to 90 m.p.h 
or for longer periods at this speed when road conditions 
permit (such as in Continental touring). Standard tyres at 
slightly higher pressures would be adequate for such con- 
ditions, except that, where a car of this kind was frequently 
used for high-speed Continental touring, the Road Speed 
type of tyre might be more appropriate. 


Groups Two and Three 


The second group covers cars with a genuine maximum 
speed of more than 105 m.p.h. but not more than 115 m.p.h. 
Road Speed tyres would normally be fitted as original 
equipment and any driving conditions more intense than 
permitted by British roads could be dealt with by pressure 
adjustments 

The third group is a very limited one at present and refers 
to production cars genuinely capable of exceeding 115 
m.p.h. Road Speed tyres with adjusted inflation pres- 
sures are suitable equipment, but under extreme conditions 
it might be necessary to use tyres of full racing construction 

The various circumstances are summarized in the table 
below 

It should be emphasized that tyres in the Road Speed 
class are not suitable where speeds of, say, 115 m.p.h. are 
averaged indefinitely, but are designed for conditions where 
speeds in excess of 100 to 105 m.p.h. are reached occasion- 
ally. Where a car is used for racing or for high-speed tests 
at sustained speeds of more than 110 m.p.h. it would be 
advisable to take special advice regarding tyre equipment 

There is little doubt that high-speed motoring on the 
open road has come to stay. At present it can be achieved 
only on a limited system of special roads (at least as 
far as Europe is concerned). However, an increasing number 
of cars will become available which are capable of high 
speeds as a matter of course, and the mileage of suitable road 
systems in this country will have to be extended as the years 
go by P. D. Patterson (Dunlop Research Centre).

Autocar ROAD TESTS 


Auto-Union racing cars, was a man of very advanced 
and sound engineering ideas. The Volkswagen was 
developed from his design, and the Porsche car which is 
being manufactured at Stuttgart in the Western Zone of 
Germany. The Type 356 Porsche which is the subject 
of this Road Test, and which was provided by Colborne 
Garage, Ltd., of Ripley, Surrey, the concessionaires in 
Britain, is a most interesting 1}-litre car both from the 
constructional angle and in the way it behaves on the road. 
In brief, it is of chassisless construction, the suspension 
being independent both front and rear. The flat four- 
cylinder air-cooled engine is mounted at the rear and is 
coupled to a four-speed all-synchromesh gear box by a 
single-plate clutch. 

By virtue of its very low build and fine, aerodynamic lines 
it attracts immediate attention and interest from young 
and old. It is so obviously a car that was designed by 
men who knew what they wanted and were able to carry 
out their ideas. Its very appearance suggests speed, and 
as soon as one is seated in the car any desire to loiter is 
quickly dispelled. There is no doubt that low weight 
allied with effective streamlining enables a high per- 
formance to be achieved by a comparatively small engine. 
As always, the ability to travel quickly is useless unless 
the car in question is able to hold the road. The Porsche 
does this in no uncertain manner, the soft torsion bar 
springing allowing it to hurry round main road corners 
without roll, while the rather direct steering gives the driver 
exact control over the front wheels. 

A greater number of miles than usual were covered during 
the test and the more experience one gained the more enjoy- 
ment there was. The high top gear makes cruising effort- 
less with an indicated 75-80 on the speedometer. Long 


Te late Dr. Porsche, the brain behind the pre-war 


trunk road gradients can be surmounted on top, but the 
gear box must be used to obtain the best performance, and 
one can imagine the car being thoroughly at home storming 
Alpine passes (as its success in this year’s Alpine Rally 
demonstrated forcibly), where the admirable third gear and 
also second could be used to advantage. At night there 
is the impression of being in an aircraft cockpit with the 
close curved windscreen and discreet lighting from the facia, 
the suspension ironing out any sudden undulations in the 
road surface and no squeal being evident from the tyres 
when cornering fast. There is a feeling of rushing through 
space with the road disappearing rapidly immediately in 
front and the subdued beat of the.engine from the rear. 

The air-cooled engine builds up its revs quickly in the 
indirect and while 2 maximum reading of 91 m.p.h. on 
top gears was obtained in the available distance, on the 
electric speedometer used for test purposes, there were 
indications that, given a longer run, the car would exceed 
this figure by a comfortable margin. When the engine is 
turning over quickly there is some noise from the belt- 
driven cooling fan, although this is diminished if the 
windows are closed. Wind noises, as might be expected 
from the shape of the body, are almost non-existent and 
the effectiveness of the streamlining is proved by the speeds 
obtained during the test, when there were very adverse 
wind conditions. Occasionally, at about 60-70 m.p.h., an 
intermittent slight thudding was felt on the eardrums when 
the windows were fully open; this curious effect could be 
eliminated by closing the windows and opening the rear 
quarter lights. 

The gear change, operated by a short, slender central 
lever with a large knob, is one of the most pleasant and cer- 
tainly one of the fastest manually operated changes experi- 
enced. It is possible to make noiseless changes just as fast

as the driver can move the lever. The actual movement 
from gear to gear is greater than on some cars with a 
central lever. To achieve gear changes such as described 
the clutch pedal must be depressed to its fullest extent. This 
is no hardship, as the operation is light and there is no trace 
of judder in the clutch engagement. 

The worm geared steering, with a divided track rod, 
gives the driver a feeling of definite contact with the front 
wheels. There is pronounced oversteer, as with all rear- 
engined cars, and, as with a racehorse which might bolt 
unless a firm hand is on the reins, so must one be in control 
here, as it is possible to bring the tail round very quickly 
if the driver is too enterprising on wet surfaces. The sus- 
pension is soft and fast cornering can be indulged in without 
sign of roll. Rough surfaces make little difference to the 
comfort of the occupants, although there is some hammering 
from the small-diameter wheels. 


Brake Behaviour 


The brakes are in keeping with the performance, the 
car pulling up straight even with all wheels locked. The 
pedal pressure required for an emergency stop is fairly 
heavy, but at no time was any tendency to fade noticed. 
The hand brake lever is tucked away under the facia and 
is a little awkward to find at times. The controls are well 
placed, the hands falling naturally on the steering wheel. 
The brake and throttle pedals are so placed that “heel and 
toe” changes are convenient, while there is room for the left 
foot to clear the clutch pedal. 

Because of the low build, getting in and out calls for a 
certain agility—a knack is acquired—but the driving posi- 
tion is very good, the view through the one-piece curved 
screen being unobstructed, whilst rearward vision in the 
driving mirror is satisfactory. At night head lights from 
following vehicles have an unpleasant blinding effect in the 
mirror unless it is moved out of focus. Passengers in the

front seat commented on the unusual effect caused by lack 
of the more normal view of bonnet and radiator. Separate 
front seats, upholstered in fine-quality leather, are most com 
fortable, no fatigue being apparent after a journey on which 
a high average speed was achieved. The back rests are 
adjustable for angle by means of screws and lock nuts, and 
the fore-and-aft adjustment is generous, allowing a position 
to be obtained by drivers of varying height which gives a 
maximum feeling of control. The rear compartment has 
two emergency seats, suitable for two children or two small 
adults. The back-rest angle, again, can be varied. When 
folded flat the back rest forms the floor of a compartment 
for carrying luggage 

The facia, in which there is a glove box, has provision 
for a radio to be fitted with the speaker in the centre of the 
panel. In addition to the speedometer there is a rev counter, 
the needle of which on the car tested was apt to float a 
great deal. The only other instrument is an oil temperature 
gauge. There is an oil warning light, but no fuel tank 
gauge. A reserve of one gallon of fuel is available, the 
lever operating the change-over tap being in the centre 
of the bulkhead; the tap itself is close to the foot- 
board and is apt to be touched by the passenger’s feet. Two 
notes for the horn are provided by a change-over switch 

Lighting of the facia panel is effective and unobtrusive 
An annoying reflection occurs during daylight in the con- 
cave glasses of the speedometer and rev counter. Winking 
direction indicators are fitted, operated by a neat arm below 
the steering wheel, and there is a small map pocket in the 
carpet type’ lining on each side of the front compartment 
An interior light comes on when either door is opened. The 
main head-lamp beam could be more powerful to be in keep 
ing with the performance. The double-dipped position with 
its flat top cut-off, actuated by a convenient foot switch, 
aroused no opposition from oncoming traffic 

The heating and demisting equipment is one of the most

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engine cooling fan along ducts to the side of the body just 
in front of the seats and also on to the windscreen through 
slots in the facia. The supply of hot air can be adjusted 
by means of shutters over the outlet ports alongside the 
seats. At times, when using the maximum heat position, 
slight traces of fumes were noticeable inside the car, with 
all the windows .closed. Cold air can also be circulated 
through the same ports by operating controls just below 
the facia sides. A windscreen washer was fitted as an extra, 
being operated by a single-stroke plunger below the facia. 

The spare wheel, battery, too! kit and the fuel tank, with 
its very large filler, are all contained in the forward locker. 
There is also space there for small items of luggage, the 
floor of the locker being lined with rubber matting, as is 
the floor of the car itself. The locker lid, released by a 
control knob beneath the facia, is held open automatically 
when raised. There is an emergency method of releasing the

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lock. There are 16 grease nipples which require attention 
approximately every 500 miles 

The engine fits snugly into the rear compartment, the lid 
of which is released by a control knob behind the left-hand 
front seat. The oil filler is accessible, as is the distributor, but 
two of the four sparking plugs are rather tucked away behind 
the inlet manifolds. The engine started quickly from cold 
without use of the choke and gave no sign of pinking on 
first-grade fuel. 

For the driver who wants a car which is different, albeit 
expensive, with import duty and British purchase tax added, 
the Porsche has a definite appeal. It is fast and comfort- 
able, is well made, and the general finish of the fittings, up- 
holstery and paintwork is an example of how thorough the 
German can be. It steers well, holds the road in a manner 
of its own, and by reason of its shape and light weight it is 
economical.

MOVING OFF 


The Instructor’s Theory 


[65240.]—It is a fact, as Mr. A. F. Waller 
states [65216], that many driving instruc- 
tors do advocate moving off without 
simultaneous use of the throttle and 
clutch. 

To this purpose it is a common practice 
amongst driving schools to adjust the 
engines of their tuition cars to a very fast 
tick-over. This does, of course, prevent a 
great deal of engine stalling during the 
very early stages of instruction by allow- 
ing the pupil to concentrate solely upon 
careful use of the clutch, as well as 
enabling him to practise such things as 
reversing without worrying about throttle 
control. 

Quite frankly, it is an easy way out of 
the difficulties of those early stages, but 
a method which we do not use ourselves 
since it does not foster in the pupil the 
necessity for fine synchronization between 
throttle and clutch at the time when the 
foundations of his driving are being laid

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FUEL CONSUMPTION 
Further Austin A.40 Improvements 


{65243.|}—I was particularly interested in letter [65169] con- 
cerning Mr. D. G. Cameron’s experiments to improve fuel 
consumption on his Austin A.40 Somerset. 

In my 1952 model I regularly achieved 33 m.p.g. (Benzole 
Mixture) on a 50-mile journey from London to the coast, with 
two passengers, with a time for this journey averaging 1} hours. 

In an attempt to compete with present-day fuel costs I experi 
mented with the carburettor, finally replacing the . standard, 
65 compensating jet with a 60. No other alterations were made 
and my petrol consumption promptly improved to 37 m.p.g. on 
the same journey, a test which has been repeated several times 
with the same consistent result. I can detect no difference 
whatever in the performance of the engine; acceleration and 
maximum speed are unaltered and there is no tendency to 
overheat. 

One assumes that the manufacturers make their recommenda- 
tions as to jet size and so on for optimum conditions, but it 
would seem that in this case they have paid insufficient atten- 
tion to the question of fuel economy, a matter which will con- 
cern every motorist so long as the cost of petrol remains so high.

VALVE SEATS 
What About Heat Dissipation? 


[65244.|—I am not in agreement with the views expressed 
by Michael Clayton (“Tuning for Performance,” The Autocar, 
September 18) on the subject of obtaining a perfect valve seal 
by making the seatings narrower. A perfect valve seal does not 
depend merely upon the pressure per unit area thereon exerted 
by the valve springs—it depends upon how accurately the valve 
fits the seating. A perfect valve guide is of primary importance 
in obtaining a perfect valve seal. 

At the high temperatures at which the exhaust valves 
function, if part of the facings is exposed—as it would have 
to be if Mr. Clayton’s method of reconditioning were adopted— 
it stands to reason that one very important source of heat dissi- 
pation is being denied to the upper portion of the valve, much to 
its detriment. Under such circumstances premature warping of 
the valve head would occur with the ereondant destruction of the 
efficient seal.

RECORDS 

Unnecessary Decimal Places 

[65245.]|—The speed records over one mile recently claimed 
by Austin-Healey and Jaguar (142.636 m.p.h. and 172.412 m.p.h. 
respectively) indicate that great advances must have been made in 
the precision of recording apparatus used in these attempts. If 
normal arithmetical conventions are being observed the errors 
must have been less than +5 digits in the seventh significant 
figure, i.e., +1 part in 2,000,000. 

Then, assuming that no errors whatsoever occurred in the 
timing, a simple calculation will show that the mile must have 
been measured with an accuracy of about +0.03in. Alternatively, 
if no error was made in this measurement, the cars must have 
been timed with an accuracy of +13 microseconds (Healey) and 
t10 microseconds (Jaguar). If equal proportional errors are 
assumed in both distance and time then the errors must have 
been less than +0.015in and +6 microseconds 

It is iust possible that the times could have been measured to 
such precision with the latest electronic microsecond Crono- 
meters, and presumably it is also just possible, though extremely 
difficult, to measure a mile to + 15 “thou.” However, without 
wishing in any way to detract from the fine achievements of the 
cars, I doubt whether the last two decimal places mean very 
much. It seems a pity that it was felt necessary to claim such an 
improbable degree of precision. W. R. LooseMoore.

HE Laycock-de Normanville over- 

drive is becoming more popular as 

a unit which can be fitted to a pro- 
duction car to improve petrol consump- 
tion and cruising speed without involving 
any complicated engine tuning. The 
overdrive unit, which comprises an epi 
cyclic gear train working in conjunction 
with a uni-directional roller clutch, is 
fitted at the rear of the existing gear box 
For control purposes there is a Lucas 
governor switch and solenoid operating 
mechanism 

A Vauxhall Velox fitted with a Laycock 
de Normanville overdrive by G. E. Neville 
and Son, Ltd., of Mansfield, Nottingham 
shire, has been recently tried by The 
Autocar. Control of the overdrive unit 
in this instance is by a three-way switch 
mounted in a convenient position on the 
gear lever. 

The upward movement engages over 
drive at any speed on second or top gear; 
in the central position it is neutral, the 
overdrive being disengaged, leaving the 
normal three speeds available. The down 
ward movement of the switch brings into 
operation the governor-controlled solen 
oid, and automatic selection of overdrive 
second or top gear is then made at certain 
speeds, the governor and _ solenoid 
mechanism engaging overdrive at a mini 
mum of 34-36 m.p.h. Another automatic 
switch connected to the gear control link 
age ensures that everdrive is not engaged 
on first or reverse gears The change 
over between top and overdrive top is

Although it was not possible to ascer- 
tain the maximum speed in overdrive top 
during the test, a true maximum of 71 
m.p.h. was obtained and held for a short 
period in overdrive second gear. Using 
the overdrive in conjunction with the 
standard three speeds of this car, a high 
average speed can be maintained with the 
probability of less engine wear on account 
of the lower engine speeds. At the same 
time a very valuable saving ip fuel con 
sumption should be achieved 

Outside congested traffic areas the 
automatic selector really comes into its 
own and the utmost benefit can be ob 
tained, the very useful second gear per 
formance of the Velox being magnified 
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and overtaking made quicker and safer 
The method adopted on out-of-town 
journeys was to accelerate to over 50 
m.p.h. in overdrive second when neces 
sary, then to change directly into over 
drive top.

Ford Anglia Conversion 


TWO-CARBURETTOR _conver- 
sion is now made available for 
owners of Ford Anglia and Pre- 

fect cars of the type already well known, 
and the recently introduced models. The 
producers of this conversion set are 
the Ace Service Station (London), Ltd., 
North Circular Road, Stonebridge Park, 
London, N.W.10, and the conversions are 
offered at £21, for fitting by the owner 
himself or by his local garage. 

Two S.U. semi-downdraught carburet- 
tors are used, mounted “on stub pipes 
which are in turn attached directly to the 
nlet ports. The conversion for either the 
Anglia or the Prefect engine is the same 
except for the carburettor needles. One of 
hese sets has been tried by The Autocar 
vhen fitted to a 933 c.c. Anglia 

Many Ford Ten engines are used in 
tuned form for competition purposes, of 
course, but it was felt that it would be 
nteresting to find out to what extent per- 
formance, and in particular top gear hill- 
climbing, was affected when two carburet- 
ors were used on an Anglia. 

The results of the test showed that a 
eally useful difference is made in 
acceleration up to 50 m.p.h. From this 
speed upwards the advantages of the extra 
carburettor begin to diminish, and the 
maximum speed of 60 m.p.h. is only 
1 m.p.h. faster than that recorded by a 
similar car submitted for Road Test by 
the manufacturers late in 1949. Ar this 
speed the actual size of the ports is of 
pecial significance. 


Improved Performance 


The converted Anglia reached 30 m.p.h 
in 0.8 sec less than the standard model, 
and 50 m.p.h. no less than 9.4 sec faster 
On top gear alone there was also a 
marked improvement From 10 to 30 
m.p-h. the converted car was 3.8 sec 
quicker; from 20 to 40 m.p.h. it was 5.3 
sec quicker; and it reduced the time from 
30 to 50 m.p.h. by 15.0 sec. In the 30 to 
SO m.p.h. range, which covers the speeds 
most frequently in use, the car felt con- 
iderably more lively than a standard 
model, and there was a notable difference 
1 the way in which the converted car 
vould pull at a good speed up quite stiff 
iclines in top gear.

CORBISHLEY WINS SHEFFIELD 


N the blustering weather of last week- 
end the Sheffield and Hallamshire

S a result of the deliberations of 
the commission sportive of the 
F.1L.A. at its October meeting in 

Paris, the international calendar of 
sporting events for 1954 has now been 
drawn up and approved, and it is 
reproduced in this issue on pages 748- 
749. It is rather a pity that, once 
again, no really effective means has 
been found of so rationalizing the 
calendar as to prevent unnecessary and 
unfortunate clashes between events in 
different European countries; however, 
it must be accounted some advance 
that a slight overall reduction (on a 
percentage basis, applying equally to 


INTERNATIONAL 


all countries) has been made in the 
number of events to be held No 
doubt there will once more be addi- 
tions and amendments to the list as 
the year progresses, and this fact 
brings into prominence a criticism of 
the system as a whole which has been 
growing in recent years to alarming 
proporuons. 

Should a club in one of the member 
countries wish to alter the date or 
scope of one of its meetings, or intro- 
duce an extra event, it must first gain 
the approval of its national club, 
which in turn must then approach the 
F.IL.A. with the proposal. Other 
countries whose events occur in close 
proximity must be consulted to see 
whether or not they have any objec- 
tion to the modification; if not, the 
F.1LA. then gives its sanction and, 
theoretically, notifies all the member 
countries of the change. It is difficult 
to see how this procedure could 
satisfactorily be streamlined, as all its 
component moves are essential if co- 
operation is to be preserved; yet 
experience has shown on many occa- 
sions that it is unsatisfactory mn 
practice because of the delays involved. 
All too frequently, an event has been 
changed, introduced or deleted with- 
out the knowledge of some of the 
interested parties—sometimes even 
without the actual approval of the 
F.I.A—and the position has been 
ggravated by difficulties in introducing 
and enforcing suitable effective penal- 
ties for offences of this nature against 
the international sporting code 

The remedy can come only from the 
F.1.A. itself, especially as the
